FREED FROM SOLITARY 
UELLS AFTER 9 YEARS

Two Nebraska Convicts Serv- 
ing Life for Killing Guard 
Hear Radio First Time, 


By the Associated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 22.—Two 
convicts who served nine years and 
four months in solitary confinement 


at the State penitentiary here for 
participating in the attempted 
break in 1925, when two men were 
killed, were released from solitude 
Wednesday. They are Joe Dunn 
and Ray Smith. 

Smiles of happiness were on their 
faces as they walked unsteadily out 
of the prison jail on their way to 
the office of Warden N. T. Harmon. 
They appeared pale and weak. 

Freeing the men from the jail 
was Harmon’s first act after he 
became warden, “I feel the men 
had had enough,” he said. “They 
promised.to behave and obey prison 
rules. We can’t ask more. I did 
it so that I could sleep nights. I 
couldn’t go to bed at night knowing 
those two men were in those soli- 
tary cells.” 

Both men heard radio programs 
for the first time and are looking 
forward to hearing their first talk- 
ing pictures at a prison movie show.

DENIES PAYING $25,000 
FOR CHICAGO MURDER 


Defendant on Stand—Says He 
Made No Deal With Man 
Accusing Him, 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 22.—Irving Weitz- 
man, wealthy bakery chain owner, 
on trial accused of paying $25,000 
for the murder of Eli Daiches, ad- 
vertising man, took the witness 
stand today and denied he was im- 
plicated in the killing. 

Daiches was assassinated in his 
limousine on the Outer Drive. It 
is charged he was killed in a plot 
to get his $317,000 in insurance. 

“Did you ever receive any money 
from your brother, Louis Weitzman, 
to pay Jack London or Walter Mur- 
phy for the alleged homicide of Eli 
Daiches?” he was asked. 

“No,” said Weitzman, in Judge 
Harry B. Miller’s criminal court. 

Before a crowded courtroom, 
Weitzman admitted knowing both 
London and Murphy. Murphy had 
testified that Weitzman hired him 
to kill Daiches, head of an adver- 
tising agency, owned, principally, by 
Weitzman’s brother, Louis, of New 
York. Murphy said he hired a man. 
now dead, to do the actual killing. 

The imsurance policies, which, ac- 
cording to State testimony, had 
large premiums falling due just 
after Daiches’ death, March 3, were 
payable to the firm. 

Murphy and London asked him in 
1933. to back them in opening a 
gambling house, Weitzman said. He 
said that was his only connection 
with them. 

It was true, he said, that he sold 
Daiches the car in which Daiches 
was killed, but he denied supplying 
the chauffeur who was driving 
Daiches that morning. 

Murphy’s testimony that he and 
Arthur Emblen, held for the killing, 
trailed Daiches tio Florida in the 
winter of 1933 brought a statement 
from Weitzman that he commonly 
spent h.s winters in Florida, but 
never mct his accusers there or 
them expense money for 
their murder expedition.

Admitting its exaggerations and inaccu- | 


Great as is the popular faith in the Presi- 
dent, that faith will disintegrate under the 
pressure of special interests unless he can 
make clear to the people the general princi- 
ples Rehind his program. 

In attempting to make his general princi- 
ples clearer to the people, it is not unlikely 
that he will be compelled to make them 
clearer to himself. As matters stand today, 
public opinion is overwhelmed and _-bewil- 
dered by what appears to be a haphazard col- 
lection of issues, ranging from the furious 
debate about wages to be paid on relief proj- 
ects to the heated debate about proposals 
for renovating the Federal Reserve System. 

The ordinary citizen, unless he happens to 
think he has a direct interest in some one of 
these questions, Zinds them unintelligible, 
loses the thread of the argument. becomes 
bored with what he does not understand and 
leaves the issues to the pressure groups. 

Yet most of the questions which are being 
churned around in Washington are really as- 
pects of the same question. The economic 
system has been thrown violently out of bal- 
ance, and it cannot recover until] a balance is 
once again achieved. The question is where 
and by whom the adjustments are to be 
made. It is the question which President 
Hoover failed to answer, and that failure de- 
stroyed his administration. It is the question 
which President Roosevelt answered in part 
but by no means consistently, and his incon- 
sistency is the main reason why he has 
achieved only a partial recovery. 

If we keep that question clearly in mind, 
the whole collection of. issues— prevailing 
wage, monopoly, price-fixing, production con- 
trol, unemployment insurance, minimum 
wages under the NRA, payments for not 
producing under AAA, devaluation, gold 
Clause, the main features of the new bank- 
ing bill—begin to make sense.

Let us see how Mr. Hoover dealt with this 
question, He called employers and trade un- 
lonists to Washington and appealed to them 
not to reduce prices or wages. He drew upon 
the Federal Treasury for funds to hold up 
farm prices and he advised farmers to pro- 
duce less. He drew upon the Federal 
Treasury to support banks and railroads and 
called upon business men not to liquidate 
and reorganize. Finally, he fought resolutely 
to keep the dollar at its gold parity. 

He tried, in short, to peg everything, wages, 
prices, debts and the currency, and he taught 
everyone to believe that it was a public duty 
to keep them “stabilized” where they were. 
But since they were drastically out of bal- 
ance with each other, this was a policy of 
trying to freeze the depression, while hoping 
that nature would cure it. Something had to 
blow up somewhere. It did. 

Mr. Roosevelt saw that this was an impos- 
sible policy and that if a balance was to he 
restored, he had to make some drastic read- 
justments somewhere, He changed the gold 
value of the currency. He began to refinance 
farm and home mortgages. These two 
measures brought immense relief. They 


had from Mr. Hoover and Mr. Coolidge be- 
fore him. They wanted the “stabilization,” 
that is to say the raising, the pegging and 
the freezing, of prevailing wage rates and 
prevailing prices in manufactured 
With the Blue Eagle rampant and the drums 
beating, they had their way and a policy 
of monopolistic rigidity was adopted.

The main questions in Washington today 
turn upon this monopolistic rigidity of wages 
and prices. Mr. Green, for example, wants 
to preserve the high hourly wage rates in 
the building industry, even though it is im- 
possible to find work for men at those rates. 
Senator Nye is quite willing to support Mr 
Green's rigid wage rates, but he is up in 
arms against the rigid prices charged by 
industrial monopolies. 

The progressive Republicans are delighted 
to set up a yardstick to force down monopo- 
listic utility rates; they are glad to forces 
down interest rates to farmers; they want to 
preserve the hourly wage rates where they 
are, and they want an inflation of prices 
which would reduce these very rates.

I 
cannot be cleared up until it is settled as to 
whether the New Deal means to “stabiliz 
the high wage rates and the high prices or 
means to move to readjust them. If it tries 
to stabilize the rigid prices and wages. it 
will have to inflate very considerably and 
continue big budgetary deficits till the infla- 
tion is achieved. 

For whether they realize it or not, it is the 
nm@nopolists of big business and the monopo- 
lists of the A. F. of L. who wil] bring on 
inflation if we have it. The rigidity which 
they insist upon will do here what it has 
done everywhere else in the world; it will 
force the Government to debase the cur 
rency and to spend lavishly until prices and 
wages that are not monopolistic are raised 
to the monopoly level. 

The wiser course, the one which the ad- 
ministration clearly prefers. though it is hes- 
itant and reluctant to say so frankly, is to 
create a balance by bringing monopolistie 
wages and prices and high interest rates 
down to meet the competitive prices and 
competitive wages which are rising. This is 
the just and the sound and the safe way to 
achieve recovery. If it were clearly and 
authoritatively explained to the people, there 
is no doubt whatever that they would ap- 
prove it. For the beneficiaries of monopoly 
Are a small minority among wage earners 
and business men, and they exercise a power 
in the lobbies at Washington out of all pro- 
portion to their real streneth.

F players were told that they 
| pa make one change in the 
working machinery of organized 
baseball they undoubtedly would 
vote unanimously for a modifica- 
tion of the waiver rule. Under 
the present regulations a club 
can ask for waivers on a player 
and if any club puts in a claim 
for his services, the waivers can 
be withdrawn. 

From time to time there has 
been agitation for a change. Too 
frequently the waiver is used as 
a club over a player’s head and 
too frequently waivers are ob- 
tained on a player who in the 
open market would bring much 
more than the waiver price, which 
is $6000 intraleague and $7500 
interleague. 

The case of Pat Malone is an 
illustration of how the rule can 
work. The Cardinals actually 
were not planning waivers as a 
club over the former Cub’s head. 
Branch Rickey wanted to trade 
Malone and had. stated that he 
did not plan to keep him on the 
Cardinal roster, unless Pat ex- 
pressed a strong determination to 
be a very very well-behaved boy. 
But the request for waivers was 
made to get information as to the 
clubs that might be interested in 
a trade. Undoubtedly many of 
the clubs waived because they fig- 
ured the Cardinals would with- 
draw the waivers if anybody 
claimed the pitcher. 


OR instance, the writer knows 

that Rogers Hornsby would 
like to have Malone on the 
Brownie staff and that he would 
be willing to. pay $7500 for his 
Services. But the Rajah knew it 
would have been a useless gesture 
to claim Malone. It was a cer- 
tainty that the Cardinals would 
withdraw the waivers if the 
Browns did claim him. 

Certainly a man could make a 
rather good commission selling 
pitchers like Pat Malone if he 
could pick them up at $7500 each. 
The Cardinals, Giants, Yankees, 
Tigers, Senators, Indians and 
Browns ought to be glad to pick 
up pitchers of Malone's ability at 
that price. 

AS previously 
dinals did not plan to use the 
Waivers as a club, but once they 
were granted they became a big 
stick. If the St. Louis Nationals 
so chose they could have assigned 
Malone’s contract to Columbus 
and it would have been up to 
Perce Pat to stay out of baseball, 
at the risk of suspension, or ac- 
cept a minor league salary of less 
than $2500 a year. So the big 
stick was there in the Cardinals’ 
hands, even if they did not reach+ 
for it. 

On the other hand, if the re- 
quest for waivers actually meant 
that the club intended to sell the | 
player for $6000 or $7500 or send | 
him to a minor league team, waiv- | 
ers would not be granted so reck- 
lessly. If it were impossible to 
withdraw waivers, Joe McCarthy 
and Rogers Hornsby certainly
